It may be assumed as a.positioi 
Which cannot be controverted, that the pre- 
vent is as era unparalleled Hi the annals of Na- 
tional embarrassment, particularly in relation 
to the tf. States Individual competency is 
One of the chief ingredients of National 
tYeahli ; but from the dearth which now pre- 
vails of a current circulating medium, we not 
. only sep a consequent stagnation of enterprise 
and exertion — W e see likewise, the individu- 
al fortunes of almost every man, whose atten- 
tion has heretofore been turned to the diffu- 
sion of trade, the establishment of manufacto- 
ries, and the encouragement of labour, either 
swept into the greut vortex of remediless in- 
vwlvetsest, or so clogged by liens anil incum- 
brances upon their estites that every thing 
like industry is benumbed into apa'hy, and 
prospective exertion ia checked by the hope- 
lessness offnture acquisition 

For the alleviation or the remedy of a mis- 
fortune so deplorable, the functionaries of the 
people in almost every part of the l nion, ere 
contributing their endeavors, and from the 
. manifestations so general, of a spirit of relief, 
much may reasonably be calculated upon from 
the Legislatures of the different states.

Frefhmnary to the further prosecution of 
this subject, it may not b« unavailing to de- 
vote a lew remarks to the principles of ex- 
pediency upon which auch a law would be bot- 
tomed and the advantageous consequences 
to the nation at large, which suck a system 
would be calculated to subserve. 

In the attempts which have heretofore been 
made in Congress for the adoption of this 
measure, there has been mingled an ingredi- 
ent of illiberality. resulting no doubt from the 
influence of sectional prejudice, which has 
been fatal to its passage. Tlie propriety, nay 
the necessity of such a lap, hi* never yet been 
brought mto serious question, ind it is to be 
hoped, that upon its anticipated agitation du- 
ring tbe present session of Congress, every 
other sentiment will be discarded but a re- 
gard to the interests and general welfare of 
the country— and more eapecially at this im- 
portant cf’iala, when almost every man of en. 
terprixe has been more or less visited by mis- 
fortune and reduced by involvment, and when, 
too, from the present aspect of monied af- 
fairs, the whole United Stares are threatened 
with irreparable Bankruptcy. It will doubt, 
lesily be concedrd on the port of the oppo- 
nents of the proposed system, that industri- 
ous. enterprising intelligent merchants arc 
the nerve and strength of that most important 
and vital interest of the nation — the agricul. 
tutal — that they rive tone to indurtry and in- 
eentive to laudable emulation— that they call 
into action the Energies of the Farmer, who; 
would otherwise sleep- in inaction, content 
with the income of a mere every-day subsis- 
tence. In this country, where the division of 
employment lessens the weight of individual 
labor, policy has made it customary fur the 
mercantile and farming interest, to be distinct 
and »epa-ate, and reciprocally dependent up- 
on each other for the profits of their several 
occupation. It would he inexpedient so to, 
divide them, asto impose uponeitherthe uni- 
ted duties of both, because neither could 
then flourish, to such a degree, at to comriiu- 
n cate life and vigor and animation to the com-, 
mnnity in which such a state of things might 
exist. If then the farming interest of ibis 
country be dependant upon the mercantile fur 
encouragement and support, if by checking'

One 
fatal failure may plunge a man’s family in pov- 
erty and wretchedness : and hy robbing him, 
(should he fail largely) of all after-incentive* 
to industrious pursuit, n rests from the com- 
munity the benefits, which spring so abun- 
dantly, fronuhe well applied talent of every 
individal member m it. 

It a contrary slate oi tilings to the present, 
should be brought about — which can only be 
effectuated by the adoption of such » measure 
OS I propose in this essay, the consequences 
to the country would beat advantageous as 
they are now disastrous.

The firat part of the V ine- 
yard constated of about tw» and a half 
acrea; it bore a small crop of grape* 
in 1816 , and in 1817 we male five bar- 
rel* of wine, which waa of the Claret 
and Madeira quality. Th* Vineyard 
now conaists of about five hcrei ; they 
have never failed bearing alnca they first 
began. — This fell I made nine 'birrelsj 
ol ivine, although the last arid a half 
acres had juat began to bear, and (Irom 
the novelty of the institution) 1 aln well 
persuaded that one-haif of the grapes 
were ate each year. 

I ratlicrthink the vines \vjll not come 
to maturity underten years. The vines 
should be pruned when clear of sap. 1 
have generally pruned in January and 
February. '1 he slips should be planted 
in March when the vines irat begin to 
put forth. The slips should he cither 
buried or kept io a warm cellar after 
they ere taken from the vine until plan- 
ted. 

I am well convinced, fron my expe- 
rience in the business, that a Vineyard, 
in an eligible situation, weT cultivated,! 
will yield from three to file hundred; 
gallons to the acre ; and one band can 
with ease cultivate five acres, except; 
gathering — and I have no doubt but tbe| 
Wine would be equally aa good as that 
which ia imported, at She same age. 1 
have sold my wine when only tvo years 
old for two and a half and three dollars 
per gallon. 

Should the people of Kcnttxky and: 
Tennessee turn their attention to tVa* 
business, thejr will not only be enabled j 
to atop the importation of wises, but’ 
will be enabled to furnish the eastern and 
northern states with this articlccheaptv 
than they can import it.

Gentlemen : I have received your 
letter by Mr. Beauchamp, requesting 
me to give you a sketch of the V ineyanl 
at this place, planted by a Swiss gentle- 
man and myself. 

The situation of the ground on which 
the vines are planted ia elevated. The 
vines are planted on the south-east of 
the hill and rather in a rolling posittorq 
well calculated to drain the water off in 
heavy reins, which I conceive wiry es- 
sential to the culture of vines. The 
grape that we cultivate is of different 
species— we have planted of the Ma- 
deira, Claret, Cepe,* Burgundy, and 
Champaign. The Claret end Cape 
thrive well and ripen remarkably regu- 
lar. The vine* of the Madeira thrive 
finely, though they do not ripen ao well

Prodigious 1 I see the sons of St. Cris 
p'n arise, bramlisfi their soals and cry — 
tVhat the dciil has golteh into the le I low; 
with his Arlington economics and his 
wooden soals. Soals sir. lie has no soul at] 
all, I perceive too a stir on the shop board.! 
The Ktnghtk of tho needle, become! 
alarmed, and say, what next. Wc shall] 
soon hear ofduruble breeches, like those] 
of Ifudibras, “ that had been at the seige: 
of Bullcn.” We shall have hickory 
waistcoats, and white oak pantaloons — a 
good straight waiscoat to that lidiow, 
ami his economic*. Gentle Crafts, for- j 
bear ! Think not of harm, where no harm; 
is intended. There will always be] 
enough of the vain, the wealthy, and thcj 
gay, the votaries of pleasure, fashion, and 
folly, to keep your awls, and needles from 
rusting. Wc care not for the licit, hut] 
minister to the poor. The clatter we 
make with our Clogs, vilj not he heard 
in the Pavilions of the Great, nor parti- 
cipate in the sports of the Town, among 
the disciples of V’cstris.

When those shoes ore made ct home, 

I should say the cost would he about the; 
third of a dollar per pair; but to thoso 
who have not domestic facilities of this, 
sort, surely a dollar per pair, is most] 
reasonable for . shoes, warranted to last 
the winter. I will do myself the plras-l 
ore of sending you en Arlington Shoe 
properly ironed , which I flatter tiijrself] 
will meet your approbation, and that of 
our agricultural friends generally. As' 
au old Servant in the Cause, permit tne to 
congratulate you on the extenaivc fiene- 
fiis which your agricultural work, is 
every day producing in our country and) 
to hope thai increased patronugc, may' 
speed you on your way.

Prom the late Travels of Hughes. 

On the fourth and laat morning of oui 
•ojenim in Rome, we were introduce J, oi 
rattier we introduced our-eivrs to 
the Pope on the first cowrt-day, as I be 
for* observed, which the holy father ha* 
appointed since his return. Having put 
four black horses to our carriage, an., 
taken a whole train of lacqueys hv.o out 
service, w« proceeded to tlvc poniiScbi 
palace on ^l .ute Cariilo, wc were saluted 
by the old Swiss guards, and advanced 
into the great ball. This and the whoh 
suite of apartments were liHed with cardi- 
nals, archbishops, bishops, sod pries' sol 
all degress, dresscu in their most splendid 
robot, but all in confusion. No one 
Seemed to know bis place and station, or 
the business fer which he came ; but all 
were running about from room to room 
and treading upon each other’s heels. 

Mr. Fagan, late English consul, had 
given his holiness DOtice of our intended 
introduction,- but by reason of a sudden 
illness, was unable to present us. Mr. 
Fiott Lee having already had a private 
audience, did not accompany us, so that 
we set out upon this adventure alone and 
unattended. 

The crowd of clerical courtiers all 
stared st us on our cummce, with a cer- 
tain air of astunishmeut, but as they free- 
ly gave way, we marched witlioul inter- 
ruption to the door of the presence c ham 
ber, where a considerable number of the 
highest dignitaries were assembled: here 
w« were stopped, until a young page, in 
e dress more like that of a girl thane boy. 
informed hie Holiness of our arrival. Iu 
kthorjUmr the dpor opened ; we entered 
and reverently saluted tne sovereign 
pontiff, who wasseated, m very piain st- 
ore, upon a lofty seat within a raiacc 
gallery. His holiness, with great coivdc- 
cension, cagia down the steps, took u> 
all Affectionately by the •hand, and gave 
us his blessing in the most gentle, pious, 
manner possible ; after this bo entered 
into familiar conversation, standing with 
US on the floor of the apartment, and hoi 
4ing my hand, as the chief spokesman, 
slaaped between his own. After w e Had 
expressed ourcordial sentiments of con 
gratulation upou his happy return, and 
had listened with no small degree of pride 
An the unfeigned expressions ol gratitude 
Wuich this venerable and dignified per- 
sonage bestowed upon our country, to 
trhosc exertions, under Providence, he 
was pleased to attribute that return ; we 
talked lor along time upon general sub- 
jects, but especially upon our travels, in 
which the Pope appeared to t rite consi- 
derable interest He asked many ques- 
tions concerning the state of Turkey and 
the modern Greeks, as well as the splen- 
did ruins of Athens ; but he enquired 
more particularly about Spain and the 
•events which he had witnessed in that 
tguartec of the world. Mr. Synge hav- 
ing been engaged in several Spanish cam- 
paigns, as honary aid dc-capp to Gener- 
al Pack, and having but recently quit 
ted the country, was enabled to gr.tif* 
his holiness with many circumstantial 
and interesting details. The whom of 
our conference occupied more than half 
As hour, during which time the Pop* 
continued twatand, expressing himself in 
a mild unassuming manner, not merely 
asking qu.ation* and receiving answers, 
but encouraging us to enter with ease 
and freedom into a mutcal comrnum 
cation of ideas. At our departure, his 
holiness gave us his blessing, and it was 
nefi. without sentiments of sincere respeci j 
that we left this amiable man, apparently 
aa little elated by returning prosperity, 
as be had been depressed by unmerited 
-calamity.
